immediately served notice of appeal and 
Justice Hendrick fixed Thaw's bail at 
$35,000 to insure his presence at future 
proceedi;ags. 


A surety company was prepared to 
give the bond and Thaw was taken from 
the court house to the judge's chambers 
so that details might be arranged. 


Announcing His Agreement. 


In announcing his agreement with the 
verdict

Justice

said: 
"I adopt the jury's verdict."

drick took occasion to comment unfa- 
vorably upon tlie action of alienists wlu) 
had assisted the state in preparing the 
ca.se and then appeared as expert wit- 
nesses in court.

Our old friend, the census department, which makes a specialty 
of juggling figures into all sorts of interesting cxJiibits, is now out 
•with a statistical demonstration of its claim that during the past fif- 
teen years the wealth of the United States has doubled in volume. 
It measures the fifteen-year increase at more than ninety-four billions 
of dollars. The figures place the total wealtl^ of tho country at 
$;188,000,000,000, a sum that doesn't mean so much to the average 
folk because it is altogether too staggering for comprehension. "Wo 
haven't anything with which we may compare it in order to get a 
perspective that will enable us to grasp it. 


Probably, however, we will take some little degree of pride in 
the consolation that we are by far the richest nation in the world. 
Bome of the items of wealth are thus sumnxiirized by thé census 
bureau: 
Real property gnd improvements, taxed and exempt, $110, 
000,000,000; railroads and equipment, $10,000,000,000; manufactured 
products, $15,000,000,000; furniture, carriages, 
automobiles, etc., 
over $8,000,000,000; Jive stock, over $6,000,000,000; manufacturing 
machinery, tools, etc., $6,000,000,000; street railways, over $4,000,- 
000,000, and agricultural products, over $5»000,000,000. In clothing 
and articles of personal adornment we have invested $4,295,008,593. 


New York is the richest state, with over $25,000,000,000 of 
wealth ; Illinois and Pennsylvania are close rivalg for second, ea^ch 
with nearly $15,500,000,0.00; tb.en follow Ohio, ^with nearly $9,000,- 
000,000; California, with nearly $8,500,000,000; Iowa, with $7,750,- 
000,000; Texas,,with nearly $7,000,000,000, and Massachusetts, with 
over $6,000,000,000. 


Richest of the state groups is the middle Atlantic (New York, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania), where over $43,000,000,000 of wealth 
is owned; next come the north central states (Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Michigan and Wisconsin), with $'39,500,000,000. 


In strong contrast ape two groups of states—the west north cen- 
tral and the southern Atlantic. 
Take the first, made up of Minne- 
sota, Iowa, Missouri, North, and South Dakota, Nebraska and Kan- 
gas, and you find a wealth of over $31,000,000,000 ; now in the second, 
comprising Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, West 
Virginia, 
North 
yiîarolina, South Carolina, Georgia and Florida (throwing in District 
iof Columbia for good measure), we find not $15,000,000,000 of 
wealth.

Bryan, V^ilson, Roosevelt—-these three 
are the leaders of political tliouglit in 
America today because each adds to 
personal prestige strong opinions upon 
the virtues or fallacies of military pre- 
parcdiioss. Each lias made himself the 
spokesman of mass judgments 
which 
cut athwart established 
party 
lines. 
Thus the NCAV York Herald in its agony 
cries 
aloud for Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
wliose name was anathema in the Her- 
ald office for years before the Lusitania 
Fank. 
People' who never agreed with 
Bryan before applaud his recent utter- 
ances on peace, while tlio imdoubted 
fact that tile-president is today strojig- 
er than his party is due to his handling 
of the European situation. 
The public 
]iuts to one side domestic issues and 
even refused to take seriously the Mex- 
ican dilemma. All eyes are bent upon 
Europe and the problem which Europe 
at war presents. 


Between Roosevelt and "\^^lson exists 
no personal friendship to temper the 
heat of political discord. The colonel's 
distrust of tho Wilson program is so in- 
tense that he is willing to back any re- 
publican 
against 
Wilson. 
Roosevelt 
considers as "nothing short of criminal" 
the administration's failure 
to make 
greater military and naval preparations. 
Already he ha« described Wilson aa a 
"second Buchanan." 


The president therefore 
is between 
two fires, both hot. His position has 
elements of strength and weakness. If 
he succeeds in avoiding war and maiy- 
taining the rights of neutrals upon the 
fcea, he will emerge victorious from the 
most severe test ever offered the ruler 
of a nation peaceful and powerful. To 
bring that boon to pa«B it is difficult to 
seo how ha could have behaved (Jiffer- 
ently than he has, yet both-major crit- 
ics base their opposition on sins of omis- 
sion or commission. Neither Bryan nor 
Roosevelt, however, specifies with con- 
vincing distinctness just 
how, where 
and when tho president has erred. 


In fairness t a Mr. Wilson it must be 
remembered that any president is the 
victim of circumstances. 
He is bound 
by things as they are, ancient treaties 
entered into before he saw the light of 
day, by policies 
enunciated in 
party 
platforms, by the wisdom or folly of 
other presidents and congresses over 
which he had no control, by the com- 
promises of dead statesmen and blind- 
ness of live ones. In his shoes either 
the pacific or the militant colonel would 
be faced with the same conditions, hedg- 
ed by the same limitations and responsi- 
ble to the same 
public. 
Unavoidably 
the field for the play 
of 
personality 
would be restricted and it is altogether 
likely that as president either Bryan or 
Roosevelt would act much as Wilson 
has acted. 


Both colonels find silence difificult. The 
liabit of speech is firmly fixed upon 
them and there are no reins to their elo- 
quence save those of conscience. 
Their 
positions are impregnable because they 
are not responsible to their hearers. The 
people will do well to remember that, 
all things considered, Woodrow Wilson 
is doing the best he can to maintain 
peace with honor with the means at 
hand and there is no evidence to prove 
that anyone could do better. 


Apparently Georgians feel the restraint 
of law and reason loss than the resi- 
dents of any other state.

teresting sidelight on mob excicutions is 
that one victim was suspected of having 
stolen a cow.

by the law-abiding citizens 
in 
those, 
states and communities.

SOLOMON CHOOSES WISDOM. 


LESSON TEXT—I Kings 3:4-15. 
GOLDEN TEXT-Tho fear of Jehovah, 
B the beginning of wledom. 
Prov. »rlO^ 
i,. V. 


I Last week -we had the story of aj 
•oung man whose childhood was un-; 
cstrained 
and 
ungoverned, 
who; 
roved to be a sad failure, unable toj 
overn the kingdom he bo much de-, 
Ired. 
Today, by contrast, we study, 
he life of a younger brother, who, 
nder better influences, chose the way" 
hat leads to true success. 
Emphasize; 
herefore the fact that this Sunday la 
'Decision Day." 


I. Solomon's 
Part 
(tv. S-9) 
(1)' 
Preparation (v. 3). Solomon was look-j 
ing out of the open gateway of life. 
Still the text suggests that there was 
preparation for his hearing of God's 
wonderful promise, "Ask what I shall! 
give thee." 
(a) He "loved the Lord" 
(v. 3). It was a wonderful klngdomi 
David had bequeathed to his son,' 
enough to entice any young man, yet, 
It was in the "statutes of David" andj 
In the worship of Jehovah that Solo- 
mon had his chief delight, 
(b) Hei 
"went to Gibeon" (v. 4) because there 
at the tabernacle (the temple was 
not yet built) 
Jehovah 
particularly' 
manifested himself to the people (I 
Chron. 21:29; Ex. 29:42, 43 R. V.). 


(2) Presentation (v. 4). He offered;! 
"iMimt offerings," a thousand, when 


f legally one would have sufficed. The 
tabernacle was a type of Christ (John' 
1:14 R. V. and John 14:6) and each, 
of the one thousand sacriflces also 
pointed forward to the Christ. The 
Christian has a better ground where- 
on to approach God (Heb. 10:1-22) 
than that of countless sacrifices of: 
rams and bulls. 


(3) Revelation (V. 5). God appeared 
to Solomon in a dream, we have a 
better revelation in Jesus and the in-i 
spired Word, still it was a real ap- 
pearance to him as subsequent events, 
prove. 
(Gen. 28:12, 13; Matt. 1:20; 
Acts 18:9, 10). Scientists themselves, 
confess that they know comparatively' 
little about dreams. 
That God can. 
and does even in modem times give 
us revelations of truth by such meana 
is witnessed by the book by the late 
Dr. A. J. Gordon, "How Christ Came! 
to Church." 
That dream transformed: 
a pastor. 


(4) Position ( w . 6, 7). In reply to 


God's wonderful permission to Solo- 
mon, the setting before him of his, 
infinite resources, 
Solomon 
first of 
all acknowledged his debt to David, 
his father. 
God's kindness, his faith- 
fulness 
and "bounty" 
(marg.) 
to 
David had been according to the man- 
ner of his walking In "uprightness of 
heart"; and to crown that kindness, 
he, Solomon, is "the son to sit on his 
throne." 
This 
acknowledgment in- 
volved 
a 
definite 
obligation 
or 
service 
for 
v/hich 
Solomon 
felt 
his unworthlnesB. 


(5) Petition (vv 8, 9). 
Seeing the 
greatness of the responsibility now 
resting (v. 8) upon him Solomon's 
plea is for wisdom. 
Already he had 
shown that he had in him the root of 
true wisdom (Prov. 1:7 and Golden 
Text). 
Solomon seemed to realize his 
responsibility, first to God and then 
to the people, for he said, "Who is 
able to judge this Thy great people" 
R. V. This Is the true and right rela- 
tion of duty, public or private, God 
I first, the people afterward. 
Solomon 
asked for a "hearing heart" (see R. 
V. marg.). 
Such a request was of 
more value than great riches (Prov. 
3:13-18) and was in line with his fa- 
ther David's petition (I Chron. 22:12; 
29:19),- another suggestion as to how 
fathers should pray for their 
sons. 


II. God's Part, vv. 10-15. 
(1) His 
Pleasure (vv. 10, 11). Solomon had 
not asked for self, for pleasure nor 
for earthly power and hence God's de- 
light. 
God delights in an intelligent 
prayer (Prov. 15:8). 
It is a greater 
thing to make a speech that pleases 
God than one to please man. Verse 
Dleven tells of some of the things Sol- 
on o;i might 
have 
asked 
for, and 
v.ijicli doubtless many of us would 
have asked under the same circum- 
stances. 


(2) His Performance (v. 12). But 


Solomon made a more wise 
choice, 
hence God's pleasure to do not only, 
all lie liad asked, according to his 
hurncn words, but more also (Bph. 
3:20). 
His name 
has become 
a 
proverb, synonymous with the great- 
est wisdom (v. 28, Ch. 4:29-34; 5:12, 
etc.). 
Seeking what seemed to be the 
minor thing God gave him the best 
(Matt. 6:33; Rom. 8:32; Ch, 10:23-29)' 
and "that which thou hast not asked." 


(3) Hie Promise (v.'14). As though 
to heap up bis goodness, as a sort of 
a reward of merit, God offered Solo- 
mon "long life" on one condition only, 
viz., obedience. 
Such a promise Is 
ours and the world has yet to realize 
the wisdom of God's ordinances for 
the good of our physical well being 
(Deut. 5:16; 25:15; Prov. 3:1; 14:15- 
23; I Tim. 4:8). All of God's prom- 
ises are conditioned upon our obedi- 
ence. 
It is sad to think that with all 
of his wisdom Solomon failed to learn 
the wisdom of obedience (I Kings 
11:42) 
and died 
a 
comparatively 
jrouDff man.

bottles, seal with sealing wax and set 
away in a cool dry place. Use two ta- 
blespoonfuls to each glass of water, or 
may be used in lemonade.

Ypres, Belgium, June 24.—Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.—The last 
tenacious 
inhabitants of 
Ypres 
were 
dragged from their underground refugees 
and "taken by force to places of safety 
a fortnight ago; the cellars themselves 
had ceased to afford protection from the 
continual 
pounding 
of 
the 
German 
shells. 
The town today looks like an 
unearthed imitation of Pompeii; not one 
of its 12.f^O0 houses is intact and 
not 
a dozen 
of those 
t h a t remain 
partly 
erect are repairable. 
The ancient prido 
of Flanders, if it ever rises from it» 
ruins, must be entirely rebuilt from the 
foun^itions. 
Df the famous Hall, which 
three 
weeks 
as;o still showed 
a 
sem- 
blance of resistance, there remains noth- 
ing b u t a single little tower 
standing 
out against the sky like a gigantic fin- 
ger raised in protest. 
The only part of 
the walls remaining is a battered breach- 
ed remnant on the side of the "Grand 
Place." 
Hnlv here and there is it pos- 
sible by cln.se inspection to discover any 
traces "of the details of its former archi- 
tectural 
beauty. 


There were 10.000 people here 
three 
Avceks ago and it was still possible to 
enjoy a cup of tea a t the cafe on the 
''(Vrand Place" while contemplating 
the 
agonizinc "Halles"; today the only liv- 
ing crcaturcs that remain are two cats 
sticking to the debris of their homes in 
the Ru'e de Thourout. 
No one knows 
w h a t they live on and the Bvitieh sol- 
diers have l)*en unable <p capture them. 


The dead silence t h a t has fallen here 
is broken only by the occasional 
shell 
that stirs np the ruins, by the German 
guns firing over the town at Poperinghe 
nnd by the musketry and machine gun 
fire from the trenches close bj- to 
the 
south. 
The silence is oppressive toward 
dusk 
when the artillery 
fire 
becomes 
desultory. 


Protected 
by the ruins, one may 
ap- 
proach so close to the 
first 
line as to 
get a vivid auricular impression of w h a t 
is going on iu the trenches. 
The "Pang! 
Pang I P a n g l " of the rifles with 
inter- 
\als 
of 
the "Pang-a-pang-a-pang!" 
of 
the 
mnehine guns become more 
inter- 
mittent as night falls, and then comes 
fi'om the tienche.« the surprising 
con- 
trast of the refrain: "It's a long way 
to Tipperary," with the accompaniment 
of a piano that the Tommies dug out of 
the ruins and requisitioned for evening 
div(u sion. 


Tile tinal destruction of Ypres follow- 
ed the attack with asphyxiating gas. It 
is the common 
belief 
in Helgnmi 
that 
the wipins out of the town was a pre- 
meditated revenge for the failure of the 
eiiort to oceupy it. 
Shells intended for 
the Brifisli lines or for the batteries in 
the rear might 
easily stray 
into 
the 
town, but, they 
pay. the aim of 
the 
Germans is good enough not to 
waste 
in that 
way the thousands of tons of 
fimmunition 
required to rcduce the place 
tc, a stone heap, and the only 
military 
importance of the town is its proximity 
to the battle front. 
Counting the shots 
t h a t went wide of any structure, it is 
estimated 
that 
more 
than a 
hundred 
thousand of ditTerent calibres were spent 
on 
Ypres. 
Thousands more were 
used 
during the gas attack along the route 
from Ypre.=i to F u m e s by which the al- 
lies were expccted to 
send 
reinforce- 
ments. 
All along the road for a few 
miles, deep funnel-shaped holes, 
some- 
times on one side, sometimes 
on the 
other and often full iu the cent^^r, still 
show 
how seriously the operation 
was 
organized. 
One of them lies directly in 
front of an enclosed plot 
of 
ground 
covered with 
field 
flowers 
above 
which 
rise fourteen crosses. 
Here were buried 
the remains of a little detachment of 
British troops that were sought out by 
one of 
the .'^ixtecn-inch German 
shells 
while rest ins in an abandoned 
cottage 
on the edge of Ypres.

lie is in a state of

collapse, and one time this morning said, 
"Liquor did it. it always docs, if we had 
been sober we would never have had 
the accident." 


Robbins to Blame. 


Robbins is mIioIIv to blame accord- 
ing to the .'statement made by Talmage. 
He was placed under oath by Mr. Sheel- 
er and was asked who was to blame. 


"We all were more or less intoxicat- 
ed." he said. 
"If v%-e had looked (u- had 
time to stop it wouldnH: have happened. 
In my opinion neither the Pennsylvania 
company, nor the engineer nor the fire- 
man was to blame in the least. 
It was 
in no way their fault. 
Robbins him- 
self was to blame." 


Doctor Saw Smash. 


Dr. 'Maytield. who lives not far from 
the scene of the 
wreck was 
standing 
nearby when the 
automobile 
wobbled 
and slid off the board crossing, jamming 
between tho rails at one side. 
Mav- 
field saw the train coming and yelled to 
the men. who piled out and began to 
lift and pull. 
Talmage thinks that Rob- 
bins shoved on the brake, and if this i« 
true that is the reason the car wouldn t 
move. 
Dr. Mayfield attempted to assist 
them, and witli the train a short dis- 
tance awav they ran for it, Talm.ige 
running north and the others south ol 
the tracks. 
They had not gone thirty 
feet when the crash occurred. 


What the Outcome? 


The officers of the division staff and 
th9 members of the law dei)artment are 
studying the case with a view to sift- 
ing it to the bottom and fietting at the 
real truth of the story of Talmage. 
He 
seems to tell a .straight story and 
is 
willin<7 to make a clean breast of his 
part in the wreck. 
However, members 
of the law department and probably of 
the police department 
will 
accompany 
him back to Wanahih. where there may 
oo further developments. 
Talmage 
is 
constantly under the surveillance of th.- 
detective' force of the company 
today, 
but he has not been arrested 
and no 
steps have been taken legally 
against 
him or any of the other occupants of the 
car.

Italian Newspapers Pointing 
to Work of da Vinci 
Long Ago. 


Rome, June 25.—Correspondence 
of 
the Associated Press.—The Leonardo da 
Vinci, of whom the Vorld thinks only 
as a great painter, is now set forth in 
tho Italian papers as 
great prophet 
of what might come to pass in war- 
fare. In the latter part of the fifteenth 
century his versatile genius 
included 
skill as a scientist, engineer, mechan- 
ician and architect, as well as a painter 
and musician, and his imagination led 
to the design of many remarkable im- 
plements of war, among which was a 
steam gun which was run by boiling 
water. 
In this invention, incidentally; 
it is said he anticipated the steam en- 
gine. 


In certain of his works he told of 
.^'cral forms of bomb/irding engines, 
one of which threw minute particles, 
like a storm of hail, prodycing quan- 
tities of. dense smoke to frighten the 
enemy. 
Among his papers are found 
%vhat may be called the ancestors of 
the terrible cannon for throwing burn- 
ing liquid at u great distance, v.hich the 
Krupp and Essen factories are said to 
have turned out. 
"There 
will 
issue 
from the earth," he wrote, "that which, 
with frightful soimds, will deafen the 
surrounding and with its breath will 
kill men and ruin cities and fortresses." 
.He suggested the use of a powder which 
would stun and suffocate the enemy, 
and at the same time suggested a rem- 
edy. 
' To send poison in powder," he 
said, "be careful to have a wind which 
will not send the powder upon j'ourself, 
or have the nose and mouth covered by 
a thin wet cloth, so that the powder 
canr^ot pass." . 


Ile left sketches of mortars and oth- 
er heavy engines of war which suggest 
the modern lieavy and quick-firing guns, 
and seemed even to have imagined a 
submarine and aeroplane. 
Of the for- 
mer, he wrote, according to the quota- 
tions given in the Italian papers, "I 
do not publish or divulge my way of 
staying under water because of the bad 
nature of men, who would use it for 
assassination under the sea, by ripping 
open the bottoms of ships."

become over-ripe and is either shelling 
out or is ber-oming "nicked"' and is ly- 
ing flat on the ground. 
The ground is 
6o soft that the farmer is unable to get 
the binder into the tield. 
The continu- 
ous rains and the windi that havp ac- 
companied thpm have 
rolled the 
oats 
fields flat compelling it to be cut all one 
way with the binder in ordor to catch it 
making double work for the workmen. 
However, 
several 
farmers state 
that 
only small portions of their fields are in 
this condition. 
Thev are also unable «.o 
get the hay into the mow for before it 
has a chance to diy thoroughly a shower 
comes 
up, 
wetting 
it 
through 
and 
thj-ough, not 
making it only unfit 
to 
storp away 
but greatly 
reducing 
the 
value of it. 


The farmer who has his hay in ti>e 
barn and his wheat cut tells a very dif- 
ferent story. 
He says tliat never before 
as long as he can remember have the

Muncie, Ind., July 16.—Deputy Prose- 
cutor (iene Williams, one of the defend- 
ants in the libel suit filed recently by 
Wilbur Ryman, assistant special prose- 
cutor, asking $5,000 for alleged defam.i- 
tion of character, has filed a separate 
answer to Ryman'B complaint, in whicH 
Williams avers that Ryman's character, 
before the filinsr of the pleas in abate- 
ments to the graft indictments against 
Mayor Bunch and the others, was blem- 
ished and that he has been generally 
held as an attorney of ill repute "and 
absolutely without scruples."

{•rounds of insanity, of the murder of 
Stanford White. June 2ii, 1!«)«.' 


Counsel for the state, however, imme- 


diately began an argument on appeal. 


Wild Cheers for Thaw. 


A crowd that numbered hundreds lined 


the sidewalks and overflowed into the 
streets around the court house cheered 
Thaw and applauded wildly when hi 
appeared on the court house steps. In 
announcing his decision Justice llen- 
lirick took occasion to comment unfa- 
vorably upon the action of alienists win 
had assisted the state in preparing the 
case and then appeared us expert wit 
nesses in court.

•I, Solomon's Part (w. 3-9) (1); 


Preparation (v. 3). Solomon was Iook-| 
ing out of the open gateway of life. 
Still the text suggests that there was' 
preparation for his hearing o£ God's, 
-wonderful promise, "Ask what I shall.' 
!give thee." (a) He "loved the Lord"; 
(v. 3). It was a wonderful kingdom! 
David had bequeathed to his son,; 
enough to entice any young man", yet 
it was In the "statutes of David" and; 
in the worship of Jehovah that Solo-! 
imon had his chief delight, 
(h) He, 


•"went to Gibeon" (v. 4) because there 
et the tabernacle (the temple was 
not yet built) Jehovah particularly' 
manifested himself to the people (I 
Chron. 21:29; Ex. 29:42, 43 R. V.).1 


(2) Presentation (v. 4). He offered; 


•*hamt offerings," a thousand, when 
legally one would have sufficed. The; 
tabernacle was a type of Christ (John! 
1:14 R. V. and John 14:6) and each, 
of the one thousand sacrifices. also 
pointed forward to the Christ. The 
Christian has a better ground where- 
on to approach God (Heb. 10:1-22) 
than that of countless sacrifices of; 
rams and bulls. 


(3) Revelation (v. 5). God appeared 


to Solomon In a dream, we have a

better revelation in Jesus and the ln-1 
spired Word, still It was a real ap-, 
pearance to him as subsequent events, 
prove. 
(Gen. 28:12, 13; Matt. 1:20; 


Acts 18:9, 10). Scientists themselves, 
confess that they know comparatively;

That God caa 


and does even in modern times give 
us revelations of truth by such means 
is witnessed by the book by the late 
Dr. A. J. Gordon, "How Christ Came; 
to- Church." That dream transformed:

(4) Position (w. G, 7). In reply to, 


God's wonderful permission to Solo- 
mon, the setting before him of hls; 
Infinite resources, Solomon first of 
ull acknowledged his debt to David, 
his father. God's kindness, his faith- 
fulness 
and "bounty" 
(marg.) 
to 


David had been according to the man- 
ner of his walking In "uprightness of 
heart"; and to crown that kindness, 
he, Solomon, la "the son to sit on his 
throne." 
This acknowledgment In- 


volved 
a 
definite 
obligation 
or 


service 
for 
which 
Solomon 
felt 


his unworthlness. 


(5) Petition (VT 8, 9). Seeing the 


greatness of the responsibility now 
resting (v. 8) upon him Solomon's 
plea Is for wisdom. Already he had 
shown that he had in him the root of 
true wisdom (Prov. 1:7 and Golden 
Text). Solomon seemed to realizehla 
responsibility, first to God and then 
to the people, for he said, "Who is 
able to judge this Thy great people" 
R V. This is the true and right rela- 
tion of duty, public or private, God 
first, the people afterward. Solomon 
asked for a "hearing heart" (see R. 
V marg.). 
Such a request was of 


more value than great riches (Prov. 
3-13-18) and was In line with his fa- 
ther David's petition (I Chron. 22:12; 
29-19)- another suggestion as to how 
fathers should pray for their sons 


It. God's Part, vv. 10-15. (1) 
His 


Pleasure (vv. 10, 11). Solomon had 
not asked for self, for pleasure nor 
tor earthly power and hence God's de- 
light 
God delights in an intelligent 


prayer (Prov. 16:8). It is a greater 
thing to. make a speech that pleases 
God than one to please man. 'Verse 
olevon tells of some of the things Sol- 
o'jr.on might have asked for, and 
which- doubtless many of us would 
have asked under the same circum- 
stances. 


(2) His Performance (v. 12). But 


Solomon, made a more wise choice, 
hence God's pleasure to do not only 
all lie had asked, according to his 
human words, but more also (Eph. 
3:20). 
His name has become a 


proverb, synonymous with the great- 
est wisdom (v. 28, Ch. 4:29-34; 5:12, 
etc.). Seeking what seemed to he the 
minor thing God gave, him the best 
(Matt. 6:33; Rom. 8:32; Ch. 10:23-29) 
and "that which thou hast not asked." 


(3) His Promise (v. 14). As though 


to heap up his goodness, as a sort of 
a reward of merit, God offered Solo- 
mon "long life" on one condition only, 
viz., obedience. 
Such a promise is 


ours and the world has yet to realize 


,v the wisdom of God's ordinances for 
'^ the good of our physical well being 


(Dout. 5:16; 25:15; Prov. 3:1; 14:15- 
23; I Tim. 4:8). All'of God's prom- 
ise's are conditioned upon our obedi- 
ence It is sad to think that with all 
of his wisdom Solomon failed to learn 
the wisdom of obedience (I Kings 
11:42)

Columbus, 0., July 1C.—Deadly twig 


Might, which has swept Ohio orchards, 
will stunt Ohio's fall pear crop 
50 per 


cent, and. the npple crop 25 per cent., 
according to State Orchard Inspector N. 
K. Shaw. A bulletin Issued today de- 
clared closer attention must be paid to 
tlie blight, or pear trees, especially the 
Husccpt.tblc varieties, are doomed. 


Shaw predicted, however, that 1915 


will In- one of the best fruit years in 
this stale in the last decade. "Poiichc* 
promise one of the heaviest crops in 
yours," snid Shaw. 
"Development has 


been normal and very little injury has 
been done peach trees in any part of 
Hie state. The crop in southern Ohio 
will reach markets early in August. 


"Plums promise 80 per cent, of a 


full crop. 
Small fruits arc plentiful 


iind have been jrrcatly helped by re- 
ct-iit ruins. The grape crop in the lake 
region will be large."

The only part of 
the walls remaining is a battered breach- 
ed rcmtmnt on the side of the "Grand 
Place."

sible by close inspection to discover any 
traces of the details of its former archi- 
tectural beauty. 


There were 10.000 people here three 


weeks ago ami it. was still possible to 
enjoy a cup of tea at the cafe on the 
'•Cra'nd Place" while contemplating the 
agonizing "Halles": today the only liv- 
ing creatures that remain nre two cats 
sticking to the debris of their homes in 
the Rue de Thourout. 
No one knows 


what .they live on and the British sol- 
diers have been unable to capture them. _ 


The flead silence that has fallen here ) 


is broken only by the occasional shell 
that stirs up the ruins, by the German 
guns firing over the town at Pope-Hughe 
nnd hy the musketry and machine gun 
lire from the trenches close by to the 
south. The silence is oppressive toward

desultory. 


Protected by the ruins, one may ap- 


proach so close to the first line as to 
get a vivid auricular impression of what 
s going on in the trem-hcs.

Kenton, Ohio, July 16—The Seloto

flood stage here this morning and still 
rising.

of the city is feared as the result of 
the torrential ruins of last night. 
One 


hundred families were rescued by boats 
since 3 o'clock this morning. The town 
of Foraker on the Seioto marsh is under 
water caused by a break in the river 
bank at that point, 
It is feared that 


lives may have been lost there.

MANY OFJIE CROPS 


Farmers Are Unable to Get 


Into the Fields on 
Account of Rain. 


The continuous showers of the past 


few weeks have been very disastrous to 
the farmers' crops according to several 
country gentlemen who came to the city 
Friday morning who were unable tn get 
into their fields at home on account of 
the condition of the ground. 
The corn 


ground needs cultivation for the hot sun 
•which comes out. immediately after the 
hard showers has baked a hard cnist on 
the surface which tends to stunt the 
growth of the stalk. 


Much of the wheat 
which 
remains 


standing will be an entire loss as it has 
become over-ripe and is either shelling 
out or is becoming "nicked" and is ly- 
ing flat on the ground. 
The grouno is 


so soft that the fanner is una.ble to get 
the binder into the field. The continu- 
ous ruins and the winds that have ac- 
companied them have rolled the oats 
fields flat compelling it to be cut all one 
way with the binder in order to catch it 
making double work for the workmen. 
However, several 
farmers state 
that 


only small portions of their fields are in 
this condition. 
Thex- are also unable t,o 


get the hay into the mow for before it 
has a chance to dry thoroughly a shower

barn and his wheat cut. tells a very dif- 
ferent story.

He savs the hay stood good, and 
that the heads of the oats and wheat 
are filled and that the corn looks very 
cncouraging.
